Jossee B, Gledding, & miner, former-
Iy elerk of the hotel, perished in the
flames, and his body burned toa
erisp. Frank Lincoln, assistant
postaster of Butte, died from in-
Jurics g fow hours after being res-
eued from the burning building.
There were over 100 other gests,
men, women and ohildrven, In the
hotol at the time the alarm was
rafasd, who Dbarcly eseaped  with
their lives, many sustaining slight
injuries, The hotel wos g two-story
frame, and s destinetion oceuaplied
only thirty minutes. The guests
escaped in theie night-elothes, losing
all their pemsonal effedtss The loss
on the hullding and contents is §50,-
000 insurinee, §3000, George W,
